10- 
months-old son, Billy, from. an 
adjoining room. when an_ex- 
ploding oil stove yesterday af- 
ternoon quickly flooded’ with 
flames the bungalow in’ which 
they resided on the C. C. Ham- 
ilton ranch on Carnelian. ave- 
nue, Alta Loma district, Mrs. 
Harry Snyder and her son 
were not hurt. She and Mr. 
Snyder lost all of their fu¥ni- 
ture, household belongings and 
wearing apparel. 

Mrs. Snyder was seated in 
the front part of the house 
when the explosion’ occurred. 
She rushed to the kitchen to 
find it a sea of flames, and she 
quickly seized the sleeping 
child. By the time she had 
got the baby outside, the 
flames had gained such head- 
way that she was unable to re- 
turn. 

The Alta Loma fire depart- 
ment made a quick run in re- 
sponse to the alarm, but could 
only prevent the spread of the 
flames to other structures. 

The loss is estimated at. $3,- 
000: Mr. Hamilton, who own- 
ed the house, carried $500 in- 
surance. The contents were not 
insured.

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Fruit and Freight Rates 


(Riverside Enterprise) 

California fruit growers have a nation-wide 
reputation for being alert to their own inter- 
ests and to guard against aggressions. They 
need all their vigilance in the juncture due 
to the notice of the transcontinental railroads 
that they expect a 5 per cent increase in 
freight rates over the existing schedules. 

The appeal of the carriers was very beauti- 
fully worded. It was almost convincing to 
any one upon whom it did not bear directly. 
The railroads put themselves in the light of 
moderate and forbearing public servants who 
were asking for only a rather diminutive part 
of that to which they are entitled. _ 

Nobody wants the railroads to starve to 
death. But on the other hand the railroads 
cannot expect the agricultural interests of 
the Pacific Coast to assume a burden that 
might well break their backs. 

The argument has been advanced that the 
carriers will not insist on the increased rates 
if it can be shown that the higher rates ‘‘are 
more than could be borne by California grow- 
ers.’? Of course not, for in that case there 
would be no traffic. But we do not believe 
that the growers are willing to return to the 
old rule of ‘‘all the traffic will bear.’”? We 
believe that something less than the traffic 
will bear would be more equitable. With keen 
competition threatening from other sources of 
supply nearer to the eastern markets, the Cali- 
fornia growers can hardly be expected to do 
all their fighting in the last ditch because it 
will make it easier for the railroad manage- 
ment.

Newspaper Reading 


(Christian Science Monitor) 

Bewildered by the volume and variety of 
stories printed by the daily newspapers, read- 
ers may well feel concern as to the adequacy 
and reliability of their education in current 
affairs. They will naturally question, first, 
whether the newspapers are being edited in 
the most efficacious way; and next, whether 
they are themselves reading them to the best 
possible advantage. The complaint generally 
heard is that one can never read a half, or 
even a quarter, of the contents of a modern 
daily paper. Either the articles are not pre- 
pared for brief reading, or unnecessary sub- 
ject matter is included, or else one is simply 
unable to read rapidly enough. The desira- 
fully realized. The result of the best efforts, 
fully realized. Rhe result of the best efforts, 
in any event, is far from satisfactory. 

In proffering a tolerable solution to this 
difficulty, it may be said for the consolation 
of the reader that there is indeed much room. 
for improvement in the preparation of read- 
ing matter generally. Many newspapers are 
edited to meet the demands, not of readers 
who think critically, but of those who crave 
sensational accounts of light or sordid hap- 
penings, and who have no taste for solid news 
of unspectacular developments, however great 
their consequences will certainly be. Many 
of the better newspapers are partially of this 
character, and seareely any of the best escape 
it entirely. The reasons, however, for this 
prevalent type of journalism lie rooted in 
material conditions which no amount of Je- 
nunciation or fervent hope will serve imme- 
diately to improve. The only recourse of the 
critical reader—and a simple one—is to s¢- 
lect the best newspapers obtainable for his 
current reading, ignoring the others except 
for the ‘occasional purpose of confirming his 
faith in the selection tade. ‘ 

Selection, indeed, all the way through, is 
the keynote to successful and satisfactory 
reading of the newspapers, and of periodicals 
as well. No newspaper editor will affirm that 
he has arrived at the best possible scheme for 
‘presenting his offerings to his readers, but 
even where sustained efforts have produced 
a superior result, the great quantity of the 
day’s news and the wide circle of readers 
with every variety of interests to be supplied 
render a voluminous paper inevitable, which 
no individual could read within a reasonable 
time even if his interests were sufficiently uni- 
versal’ to make him wish to do so. To read 
selectively, then, must be the aim, conditioned 
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of the visitors.

Need it be said that the mental attitude of 
the reading is of the first importance? Alert 
but calm self-possession is indispensable. The 


_ printed word possesses a powerful attraction, 


and by it thought will be led endlessly on un- 
less the attention is self-controlled and di- 
rected. Doubtless the first point of attack is 
the index, where the briefest possible survey 
of the day’s news is presented. A pencil may 
well be employed to mark the items that espe- 
cially invite attention, which should next be 
read, at least through the headlines and open- 
ing paragraph. If these give promise of fur- 
ther interest, the article may be marked and 
returned to later for completion. The news 


and special articles having thus been scanned re 


briefly, the editorial and other feature pages 
may be similarly treated, whereupon the read- 
er will have the satisfactory feeling of having 
‘‘gone through the paper.’’ 

The process just outlined is of course only 
preliminary to the main task or pleasure of 
reading the selected articles of one’s choice. 
The time consumed by it should not exceed 
ten or fifteen minutes—the less the better— 
and the time remaining must similarly be pro- 
portioned with discrimination. Quick changes 
of’mood may be necessary for the right ocm- 
prehension or best enjoyment of the different 
types of the articles selected. i 

A pause in conclusion to contemplate the 
make-up of the paper and appraise the issue 


‘as a whole—whether it appears to be better 


or poorer than usual, and in what respects— 
will complete the sense of satisfaction in hav- 


ing read the paper adequately. The same may- 


be said with respect to one’s chosen periodi- 
cals. It need not be added that not all read- 
ers will follow the same plan with equal sat- 
isfaction. Some will much prefer-intuitice to 
systematic procedure. But in the editing of 
a paper or periodical, the customary index, 
segregation of contents, preparation of news 
headlines and condensation of substance in 
leading paragraphs are all designed to facili- 
tate a selective reading, for which the fore- 
going procedure suggests itself logically as 
likely to insure the best results. . :

A Different Apple Pie 

One cup thick strained apple 
sauce, unsweetened; one cup sugar, 
one-half cup. cream or milk in 
which two tablespoons butter have 
been melted, two eggs, three-quar- 
ters, of a nutmeg grated, and the 
grated rind, juice and pulp of one- 
half a lemon.

Green Tomato Fritters 

Select tomatoés that show no 
sign of turning yellow. Cut them 
in two, pour boiling water over 
them and set them on the stove, 
where they will keep warm, but 
not cook, for about 15 minutes. 
Then drain and dry with a cloth, 
dip in egg, then cornmeal, and fry 
in boiling hot bacon dripping. 

Another way is to cut the green 
tomatoes in thick slices, marinate 
for four hours in ‘a dressing com- 
posed of olive oil, lemon juice, salt, 
paprika and Worcestershire sauce. 
Then drain, dry*on a paper towel 
and roll im ‘seasoned cornmeal. 
Fry in hot bacon dripping uatil 
crisp and brown. 


NEW CANNING RECIPES 


Canning Pimentos 

To can pimentos it is best to 
cure jhem in a brine solution. A 
15 per cent brine has beet found 
to give the best results. This 
means a brine made by the addi- 
tion of one and one-half pounds of 
salt to a gallon of water. Make a 
circular incision in each pimento, 
remove the cap by twisting it, 
and cut off the core, which car- 
ries practically all the seeds. If 
any seeds remain, loosen them 
with a knife and shake them out. 
Replace the caps and pack the 
pimentos nose down’ in jars or 
kegs of a convenient size. Pour 
a sufficient quantity of the brine 
over them to just cover and place 
over them a clean, well weighted 
board or plate. Any scum that 
forms on the surface should be 
removed with a wooden spoon or 
other suitable implement. Salt 
must be added to the brine grad- 
ually to keep up the required 
strength as a certain amount of 
juice comes from tke pimentos 
that’ dilutes the brine. 

The pimentos will be cured in 
about three weeks, but may be 
kept in the brine indefinitely. 
When the curing is complete, how- 
ever, it is best to transfer them 
to pint or quart jars and to cover 
them with fresh brine and seal 
them tightly. 

The sale is easily removed from 
the pimentos whéh you want to 
use them. They should be soaked 
in three times their bulk-of water, 
heated to 170 or 185 degrees Fah- 
renheit from 20 minutes to three 
hours, according to the length of 
time they have been in the brine, 
Color will be perfectly retained in 
these pimentos and after freshen- 
ing they will have a good flavor 
and will not be tough. 

Sweet green peppers can be 
brined in the same way as pimen- 
tos except that they require a 
stronger brine—one pound of salt 
to four pints of water. 


Grape Marmalade 

After washing’ and draining the 
grapes and removing them from 
the stems, separate the pulp from 
the skin. Heat the pulp, bringing 
slowly to the boiling point, allow- 
ing the seeds to separate from the 
pulp. Rub the pulp through a 
sieve. Place the skins and the 
pulp>in a kettle with an equal 
amount of sugar. Cook slowly for 
30 minutes, stirring © frequently. 
Put in glasses. ' 


Catsup 

For one peck of tomatoes take 
one and one-half pints of vinegar, 
two level teaspoons of allspice, two 
leyel teaspoons of black -pepper, 
two level teaspoons of ground 
one-half teaspoon of
